of New York City and the ocean 
trij). 

In part .she wrote as tbilows: 
"All the morning have been 
watching the coast of Spain, 
but now it is almost ou» of sij^lu, 
and we are in the Med iter an -un 
Sea and not on the Atlantic Ocean 
We were all disappointed be- 
cause we pa.ssed th- Fiock of 
Gibralter at night and llivre heiti^'- 
no moon, only the dim outline 
was visible. The Straignts are 
only ten miles wide at that point, 
so if it had bi^in daylight wo 
could have s^^eu the coast of 
Africa. Aa il wa*«, we saw the 
light-bouse. Yesterday morning 
we came within sight of Portu,;;al 
the first land we bad .seen since 
leaving America. Such excite 
meat aa there was. We stood 
in the prow of the boat until we 
were blown nearly to pieces and 
I never suppgsed land would look 
SO Kood.
